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Judicial Center, 
Circuit Clerk’s 
Office Closed 

Aug. 6, Sept. 4 
and Oct. 15

The newly constructed 
Garrard County Justice Cen¬ 
ter, along with the Garrard 
County Circuit Clerk’s of¬ 
fice will be closed for three 
days, the first of which falls 
next week, as part of unpaid 
furloughs to deal with cuts to 
the state’s budget. 

The furloughs will mean 
state courts will close state¬ 
wide on August 6, September 
4 and October 15 to help ac¬ 
commodate $25.2 million in 
cuts passed in the budget this 
year. 

It’s the first time in modern 
history that courts have been 
ordered closed to balance a 
budget. 

The furlough does not af¬ 
fect county offices like coun¬ 
ty clerks. 

Chief Justice John D. Min¬ 
ton said the furloughs were 
necessary because lawmak¬ 
ers made cuts to the court 
system’s operating budget 
this year by a margin of 
$16.2 million and transferred 
$9 million from the court 
system to the state’s General 
Fund. 

In addition to the court¬ 
houses, the furloughs affect 
all court services, including 
pretrial services, drug court, 
the Court Designated Worker 
Program, court interpret¬ 
ing services, the State Law 
Library and driver’s license 
branches. Driver’s licenses 
will not be issued. 

The Supreme Court and 
leadership from the Admin¬ 
istrative Office of the Courts 
will meet in January 2013 
to determine whether more 
furloughs and reductions are 
necessary for the rest of this 
fiscal year, which ends next 
June 30, Minton said. 

Since 2008, the judicial 
branch has sustained repeat¬ 
ed reductions to its budget 
and has cut 282 employees 
statewide, eliminated court 
programs and trimmed oper¬ 
ating costs at all four levels

Rural Development Money 
Completes Water Plant Funding Package

A “Letter of Intent to 
Meet Conditions” from the 
United States Department 
of Agriculture Rural 
Development office in 
Kentucky was signed by 
Mayor Brenda Powers last 
Thursday morning and in all 
likelihood will complete the 
funding needed to build a 
new water plant. 

Powers excitedly made the 
announcement at city hall 
Thursday morning during 
a reception that hosted the 
engineering team, elected 
officials and others. 

Besides the Rural 
Development grant of 
$2,308 million and loan 
of $6.3 million, Lancaster 


was awarded an economic 
development grant of $2.5 in 
December 2011 and another 
$1.1 million in state funding 
was reallocated for the 
project bringing the total to 
$12.1 million, the estimated 
cost of a much needed new 
water plant. 

For a project to receive half 
of its funding from grants, 
non-repayable money, is 
unusual, David Schrader, 
the project engineer with 
Bell Engineering who is 
overseeing the project, said. 

“The grants are going to 
help reduce the burden on 
rate payers for Lancaster and 
Garrard County,” he said. 
Schrader had originally 
estimated the rates would go 
as high as $2.70 per 1,000 


gallons of water. 

Rural Development’s 
conditions include rate 
increases across the board 
(wholesale-water rates by 
more than 18 percent from 
$1.98 to at least $2.42 per 
1,000 gallons of water and 
city rates by 19 percent from 
$10.19 to 12.59 for the first 
1,000 gallons). The city’s 
bond indebtedness will also 
increase from $21,536 to 
$57,711. And the conditions 
must be met within 240 days 
from the date of approval, 
which is expected in about 
a week. 

Still the rates are better 
in comparison to some of 
the other options out there 
such as buying water 
from Danville, Schrader 


explained. 

If Lancaster and Garrard 
County decided to buy water 
from Danville, which is also 
building a new $28 million 
water plant, the water rates 
would be much higher. It 
would cost Lancaster about 
$5 to $6 million to install the 
lines to Danville and another 
$4 million for storage 
facilities. 

Choosing to build its 
own plant, especially 
with the grant money in 
place, “provides the best 
opportunity for the city 
of Lancaster and Garrard 
County,” Schrader added. 

With Kentucky River as 
Lancaster’s source of water 
and building a new water 
plant, the city has the capacity 


to become a regional water 
source, Powers pointed out. 

Lancaster already sells 
to Garrard County water 
customers and Crab Orchard 
buys water from the city, as 
well, but Lincoln County and 
Danville are also possible 
customers. 

“We would love to be a 
regional water plant,” she 
said. 

The ability to provide 
water is “an important piece 
of economic development,” 
Garrard County Economic 
Development Director 
Nathan Mick said. 

The present water plant 
is currently close to its 
capacity. For the area to

For the first ten years or 
thereabouts that we lived on 
Charlie Brown Road, Loretta 
kept an asparagus fern sitting 
on the front porch from early 
spring until mid-October. Pot¬ 
ted in an old churn, it never 
bloomed but it was one of 
those plants that stay green 
year round and require almost 
no maintenance other than a 
pint of water when one of us 
thought about. 

Every year a pair of fearless 
wrens nested in the plant and 
used the same nest year in and 
year out. I’d like to say they 
were the same birds but I’m 
not sure wrens live that long. 
In any event, up around the 
end of May, we’d walk out on 
the porch and the wrens would 
be busily engaged in tidying 
up the old nest by dumping old 
twigs and feathers on the floor 
and searching around for a few 
blades of new-mown grass and 
some fresh feathers to line it. 

Three days later, there would 
be three eggs in the nest and 
Hen Wren would take up full¬ 
time, 24-7 residence on the 
nest except for a couple of ten 
minute breaks to fly off and do 
her business and catch a grass¬ 
hopper for her meals. Ben 
Wren (I named them Hen and 
Ben)never came about while 
the eggs were incubating. He 
roosted in the trees in a fence 
row beside our lawn. 

Every morning at the crack 
of dawn he would be gust¬ 
ily singing “sweet-tater, sweet- 
tater, sweet-tater” over and over 
at the top of his lungs. (My 
pal, Tom Miller, maintains that 
the lyrics are “cheese-burger, 


cheese-burger, cheese-burger” 
but my mom taught me that 
it was “sweet-tater” and that’s 
what it sounds like to me). 
Anyway it’s the happiest bird¬ 
song I’ve ever heard. 

About three weeks after Hen 
went on the nest, both she and 
Ben could be observed flying 
to and from the garden and 
the surrounding pastures from 
daylight till dark returning 
within minutes with mouths 
full of crushed bug or dangling 
worm that they placed in a gap¬ 
ing mouth before repeating the 
process many times each day. 
In rainy weather, Hen would 
stay on the nest while Ben 
shouldered all the hunter-gath¬ 
er responsibility. 

By mid-July the babies 
would start practicing flight 
from the fern to our porch 
swing and then from the swing 
to the huge azalea bush in the 
front yard and back to the nest 
in spite of much fussing and 
scolding from Mom and Dad. 
Three or four days later the en¬ 
tire family would make it into 
the tree line and they would lit¬ 
erally disappear. I figure they 
ultimately flew across the road 
and into the woods on the other 
side of Lowell Branch. 

But, just when I’d start to 
believe they were gone forever, 
Ben and Hen would return in 
mid-August, tidy up the nest, 
and proceed to raise another 
brood that ultimately left in 
late September. We’d see 
wrens on the feeders all win¬ 
ter and speculate as to whether 
they were Ben and Hen or their 
offspring, and, of course, we 
hear the sweet-tater song all 
over the place after every day¬ 
time shower. 

Then, about three years ago, 
we left the fern out way too 
late and it froze to death. We 
kept the dead foliage sitting 
around all winter because Lo¬ 
retta insisted that a little TLC 
and Miracle Gro would bring 
it back to life. But that didn’t 


happen. The only thing the 
ugly old thing ever had going 
for it was the Wrens, as far as I 
was concerned. Hen and Ben 
took to nesting on my knife 
shelf in the garage which was 
okay by me except we still 
didn’t see much of them. 

On Mother’s Day, this year, 
son Chris bought his Mom 
a huge hanging basket full 
of pink geraniums and some 
sort of viney plant with small 
bunches of pretty little yellow 
flowers and I hung it up at the 
end of the porch behind the 
swing. 

Loretta swore it was the 
prettiest hanging plant she’d 
ever seen, mostly, I suspect, 
because Chris bought it for 
her. I’m rather partial to the 
two baskets of ultra lovely 
purple wave petunias I started 
myself, but I’d been watering 
the geranium every day and 
doping it with Miracle Gro 
Blossom Booster for a couple 
of weeks and I must say that 
it was starting to look lovelier 
and lovelier.

If your 
gaited horse starts to travel in 
a trot or some other gait that 
is not his usual way it could 
be a sign of tying up. 

If your horse shows signs

Florida law enforcement 
found the body, later 
identified as Coyle, in 
a wooded area behind an 
apartment building by a 
woman walking her dog. A 
medical examiner soon ruled 
the case a homicide. Reports 
suggest that strangulation 
was the cause of death. 

Coyle, who was employed 
by Delta Airlines based out 
of Atlanta, Georgia, as a pilot 
and dispatcher in control, 
was last seen at a mall in 
Ocala, Florida, on Tuesday 
visiting family. Police had 
found a Chevy Tahoe that 
appeared to have been 
abandoned in a suspicious 
manner in a vacant lot earlier 
in the morning. 

In a nearby trash bin, 
detectives located Coyle’s 
wallet and a movie stub for 
the Aug. 31 showing of “The 
Lottery Ticket” at the Rialto 
Theatre, located in The 
Villages. 

The Orlando Sentinel 


reported a witness told 
police that on the night of the 
victim’s death she was at the 
Newell Hill Villas apartment 
complex on Bentley Road 
when Ray arrived shirtless 
and out of breath. She said 
she saw blood on his arm and 
Ray was carrying something 
wrapped in clothing. 

Ray then told two 
witnesses that he had fought 
with the victim and strangled 
Coyle, according to the 
police report. In the process 
of trying to rob the victim, 
Ray told the witnesses he 
wrapped his arm around 
Coyle’s throat and “choked 
him until he stopped 
moving.” 

Ray met Coyle online, 
witnesses told police, and 
that night the teenager 
intended to rob Coyle. They 
also told police Ray had 
Coyle’s clothing, wallet, 
Blackberry and a white 
movie ticket, the Orlando 
report said. 

On the stand, Ray 
admitted to hanging out with 


Coyle the day before he was 
found, including going to 
the movies. Ray testified the 
two had consented to a back 
rub in the man’s van. 

Ray added, at some 
point Coyle started making 
advances and he got scared 
and choked Coyle, but when 
he left the van Coyle was 
still alive. 

However Assistant 
Florida State Attorney Bill 
Gross said the evidence, 
including explicit online 
chats between the two and 
the date, shows that Ray had 
played along with Coyle, as 
a 19-year-old man interested 
in sex with a strange man. 

Ray has had an extensive 
criminal record that includes 
retail theft, aggravated 
battery with a deadly 
weapon, larceny and several 
burglaries. 

Though found guilty, he 
will be sentenced at a later 
date and faces up to life in 
prison.

ed, hit her hard. But 
it was actually Long 
that took the first step 
and that was to ask 
Sebastian to help her 
return Lancaster to its 
former beauty. 

They say beauty is in 
the eye of the beholder. 

Behold then the beauty 
of Lancaster’s Public 
Square, created by Se¬ 
bastian and Long, who 
simply saw the need. 

Lancaster Town 
Square Beautifica¬ 
tion, the brainchild 
and work of the two 
women for the most 
part, was born three 
years ago. Sebastian 
called former Mayor 
Don Rinthen about 
buying rose bushes 
and the City gave the 
go ahead along with 
$1,000 to start. Sam’s 
Club donated the tulips 
and each year more 
bedding plants are 
added. Today the quadrants, 
filled with knock-out roses and 
purple and white petunias are 
breath taking. 

But Sebastian and Long 
didn’t stop there. Pots bought 
several years ago have been 
filled with a variety of flow¬ 
ers, spikes and vines, all do¬ 
nated by Shell Greenhouses, 
and hanging baskets have 
been added. 

In just three years, the flow¬ 
ers enjoyed, not only by local 
residents but, by motorists 
who pass through Lancaster 
on US 27 and Kentucky 52 
regularly, have brought in a 
flood of responses. 

Donations come in anony¬ 
mously and non-residents 
send letters to the Garrard 
Central Record praising the 
workers who have done so 
much to beautify the local 
community. Business own¬ 
ers and residents alike are 
happy to donate to the cause 
that has returned pride to the 
small rural town that had 
fallen into disrepair. 

Sebastian and Long aren’t 
shy about what they need 
either. They seek out grants, 
ask for donations and push 
for help from local officials 
to provide watering, fertiliz¬ 
ing and weeding. 

So far, so good. In fact right 
now Lancaster Town Square 


Beautification has a surplus 
of funds. Ideas for expan¬ 
sion are already surfacing 
and more money is needed. 
Some of the pots along the 
business fronts need replac¬ 
ing and Sebastian said they 
are going to buy the large 
concrete pots similar to those 
in front of the old courthouse 
and add some to the islands. 
More baskets are in the fu¬ 
ture plans, as well, adding 
baskets down the side streets 
as far as the lamp posts will 
allow. Llowers, potting ingre¬ 
dients, chemicals and mulch 
all cost money despite the 
fact that Long, 67, and Se¬ 
bastian, 57, do most of the 
work themselves. 

On Monday the women 
trimmed the rose bushes, a 
job Sebastian said must be 
done twice a year in order to 
maintain the design of the gar¬ 
dens. Weeding has to be done 
at least three times a year. 

Lall will bring more work, 
but until then, maintaining 
the flowers is the main job. 
The city has taken on that 
daily task and the beautifica¬ 
tion project, in its entirety, 
has had the support of city, 
county and state officials 
across the board. State Rep¬ 
resentative Lonnie Napier 
had Sebastian and Long hon¬ 
ored as Kentucky Colonels 


earlier this year because of 
their dedication to Lancast¬ 
er’s beautification. 

The women’s work has 
come at the right time; right 
along with major building 
renovations in and around the 
square including Lancaster 
Higher Education Center in 
the northwest quadrant, The 
Grand Theater just off the 
Square to the north on Lex¬ 
ington Street, the new judi¬ 
cial center, Lirst Southern 
National Bank’s new drive 
through, green space and 
parking area, and numerous 
building renovations along 
adjoining streets. All of that 
combined is creating a sense 
of pride in a community 
whose residents are more 
than likely to have been born 
and raised locally. 

Sebastian, who lives 
on Kirksville Road in a 
100-year-old farmhouse, 
said she has extensive gar¬ 
dens including every variety 
of knock-out rose and she 
has begun experimenting 
with day lilies. Long didn’t 
have much until she asked 
Sebastian for help pulling 
out some old shrubs and 
since then Long’s South way 
home is graced with beauty, 
as well. She and Long have 
also become inseparable 
friends.

realize any new growth, 
the city and county cannot 
let the opportunity pass by, 
Mick added.

day, we boarded a bus at our 
hotel in Copenhagen, Den¬ 
mark. Plans were to travel 
northeast to Elsinore and 
cross into Sweden. About 
the middle of the morning, 
we stopped to visit Kronborg 
Castle that was completed in 
1585 and achieved fame be¬ 
cause Shakespeare chose it 
as the setting for HAMLET.

After leaving the Laerdal 
Valley, we turned into the 
Hemsedale Valley and across 
the Hemsedale Mountains on 
our way to Oslo. At noon, we 
stopped for lunch at a coun¬ 
try hotel north of Oslo. Our 
guide asked us to remain on 
the bus for a moment. When 
he returned, the told me that, 
if I would use it, the hotel bar 
was available for the worship 
service. Entering the bar and 
with all seats taken, I con¬ 
ducted the worship service. 

It could be said that, in a 
week’s time, we went from 
the sublime to the ridiculous. 
But we seized the opportunity 
and made the most of a situ¬ 
ation.
